In towns, you would at once come upon an additional and a still 
more insuperable difficulty—the sectarian one. ‘The English, it 
must be allowed, are not a very reasonable, but they are certs ainly 
All sects agree in repudiating purely 
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secular schools—yet all agree equally in repudiating any religious 
school but their own. They will have no rate levied for schools 
in which religion is not taught ; and they will have no rate levied 
for schools in which religion is taught—unless it be their own 
creed and be conducted by their own sect. A rate to establish and 
support secular schools, by which all would benefit, is defensible 
enough on the score of justice, but no one will listen to it ; every 
| one scouts it; it is simply impossible. A rate to establish secta- 
| rian schools is equally impossible—and is unjust and indefensible 
| to boot. The last hope of a school rate was destroyed when the 
“ Manchester and Salford Education Scheme” was defeated ;—and 
for this defeat Lord John’s opposition was largely responsible. 
That scheme was to enable the citizens to levy a school rate, 
which, when levied, should be distributed among all schools (sec- 
tarian or not) if good, in proportion to the number of their 
scholars. 

Morcover, even if a school rate could be effectively levied and 
| applied, and schools numerous enough and good enough could be 
| provided, the object is still unaccomplished, unless you could com- 
pel all children to profit by it, or at least enable the parents to 
| dispense with the earnings of their children, so as to remove all 
inducement to keep them away from school. Yet the mode in 
| which the “compulsory” clause in Lord John’s resolutions was re- 
ceived, showed clearly how impossible it would be to carry such 
an enactment. In vain did he remind the House that it had 
already declared the principle and even enforced it in the Factory 
Act. In vain did he appeal to the bad precedent :—the House 
waived the discussion whether the precedent was bad, but simply 
refused to follow it. 

These two schemes of national education then, being simply and 
indisputably impossible in EKngland,—and the House having, we 
think, with sound discretion refused to entertain an undigested 
| plan, which was a sort of inconsistent mixture of the two,—the 
third alone remained. That third is the existing one. It cannot 
be called a system of national education. It is merely a mode of 
letting nations] education alone—giving it at the same time a cer- 
| tain amount of irregularencouragement. It leaves the instruction 
of the people to the voluntary effort of individuals, aiding those 
efforts by moderate grants, and improving that instruction by the 
strict requirements on which those grants are conceded. It is not 
very logical; it is very unscientific; it is very hard on indi- 
viduals ; it utterly inadequate. It does not nearly meet 
| the wants ofthe country; but it does much incidental good. 
| It is not very defensible in theory, but it works beneficially 
| in practice. It does not solve the difficulties of the case, whether 
religious or other; but it outflanks them or steps by them. It is 
the means of greatly raising the character of the schools, and of 
augmenting most desirably the salaries of the masters. Above 
all, tt exists. It is capable of quiet extension by the judicious 
liberality of the House of Commons. It is capable of consider- 
| able improvement by the increasing expensive and ripening judg- 
ment of the Committee of Council. The House of Commons, 
| therefore, determined to make most of the machinery in hand, 
| rather than excite angry passions and raise insoluble questions by 
an attempt to create a new system and to venture in untried 
paths.

STEAM SERVICE WITH AUSTRALIA. 

|Ir is difficult to conceive any subject of greater importance, 
| whether regarded in a social or in a mercantile light, than a rapid, 
| frequent, and punctual communication with our Australian colo- 
| nies; for it is plain that they must for many years to come, as 
they have done for some years past, form the most important out- 
| 


let for the enterprise and encrgy of the British population, and for | 


| the extension of our trade abroad. It has, therefore, been with ex- 
| treme satisfaction that we have witnessed the deep interest enter- 
tained by the public in this matter, and the active steps which have 
been taken in order to secure at the earliest possible time the esta- 
| blishment of a monthly communication by steam ships, for the 
| double purpose of a postal and passenger service. 
| It appears, however, that a considerable misconception has pre- 
| vailed as to the real intentions of the Government and the steps 
which they have taken with a view to this desirable object. One 
| of our weekly contemporaries represented last week that the 
Government had come to a decision to delay any definite arrange- 
ments until all the colonics had agreed amongst themselves as to 
| the precise route that should be taken, and the manner in which 
the service should be performed. Had such becn the case, it would 
indeed have been hopeless to look for the establishment of that 
| service. So far as we collect from the Treasury minute, which 
| we printed i extenso some weeks since, and from statements of 


| members of the Government made in the present week, 
|we understand the following to be the real state of 
| the facts. It appears that in the course of last year, 
| Sir William Denison, the Governor of New South Wales, 
| addressed a circular letter to the Governors of the neigh- 

| bouring colonies, proposing a plan for a monthly steam 

| communication, on the principle that the entire expense should 

i 


be defrayed in certain proportions between the colonies as a 
| whole on the one part, and of the mother country on the other ; 
and that the portion paid by the colonies should be divided 
amongst them in proportion to the number of letters despatched 
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from each. To this arrangement the Home Government, so far 
as it was concerned, immediately assented, and pending the deci- 
sion of the whole of the colonies, the minute already referred to 
was drawn up and forwarded to the various colonies interested 
therein, for their assent, not as to route or other details, al] of 
which Sir William Denison had proposed should be left to the 
home Government, but as to the general plan laid down by that 
gentleman, and embodied in the minute in question. 


In pursuance of that minute the Admiralty advertised for ten- 
ders in the month of January :—it appears now, that none of the 
tenders made in consequence thereof were such as the Govern. 
ment felt themselves at liberty to accept ;—and that the tenders 
will again be opened in order to admit any new offers that may 
be made, for which it is supposed the conclusion of peace will 
open great facilities by the release of a large number of first-class 
steamers which have been engagedin the war. But the most im. 
portant announcement on the part of the Government is, that so 
far as regards the assent of the colonies, the correspondence is 
now in that forward state, that the Treasury will feel justified in 
at once entering into a contract and commencing the service ag 
soon as a suitable offer shall be obtained. 

We trust, therefore, that no great time will elapse before we shall 
be able to boast of the existence ofa monthly steam communication 
with Australia, established upon a principle which shall secure the 
speediest and most punctual passages, and on a plan which, while 
it best serves its main object of conveying correspondence, will 
also offer the greatest advantages and convenience to passengers; 
for it is plain that a combination of the two must in the long run 
be the most economical and the best calculated to confer advan- 
tages upon the public.

RUSSIAN STOCKS TO COME FORWARD. 
Tue readers of the Economist will be well aware that the com- 
paratively high price of grain, which has now continued for two 
years and a half, set in after the harvest of 1853; and that the 





average price of wheat in January, 1854, before the war began, | 


was $3s 3d. Combined with a bad harvest, nearly throughout 
Europe, in 1853, there was, in consequence of the gold discoveries, 
a great accession to enterprise and a great increase of consump- 
tion. The nuggets enchanted the imagination, and a desire to 
share in the rich prize arose throughout Europe. It gave a great 
stimulus to commercial and manufacturing industry, which, though 
somewhat abated, has continued to this day. At present, it is ob- 
viously exciting exertions throughout the Continent, and is at the 
bottom of the general wish for peace which prevails. It scarcely 
requires a moment’s thought to satisfy every one that there can be 
no immediate creation of an increase of agricultural produce to 
answer an increased demand for food and raw material arising 
from such acause. Asarule, the agriculturists are slow even to 
follow such a demand, and they never, now that agriculture isan 
art practised for the purpose of selling its produce, can meet it be- 
forehand. Manufactures and commerce must extend, creating some- 
thing to give for agricultural produce, and a population to require 


it, before agriculture can feel the stimulus of growth and extension. | 


On these general facts and principles we have contended, since the 
commencement of the war, that it was neither the first nor the 
chief cause of the high price of food which has prevailed contem- 
poraneously with it. 

All these cireumstances apply to Russia. The people of St 
Petersburg and Moscow, and of all the civilised parts of that great 
empire, now in daily comm upication with every part of Europe, 
trembled with the gold fever, though more feebly perhaps than 
the people of Berlin, Vienna, and all Germany. Nor will 
it have been lessened by the war, which has increased 
the amount of paper money, and caused a_ considerable 
and destructive activity throughout the empire. Through all 
the regions of the East, too, the war has spread large quanti- 
ties of the new gold, and will have contributed to increase the 
means, and probably the consumption and enjoyments, of the mul- 
titude. ’ j

to the means of each one of so many persons, creating an additional 
home demand for food throughout Russia and the other countries 
of the East, would trench very much on their superfluities for ex- 
portation, and leave them, unless they had experienced some ex- 
tremely favourable seasons, which has not been the case, compara- 
tively little to export.

The papers, too, have published a letter from Odessa, dated the 
end of March, which says :—“ As there are very small stocks of 
“export goods on hand, and many months wil! probably elapse 
« before they e11 be accumulated in any quantity, very few ships 
“ will at first b2 able to find CATPOCS.......4. In the ports of the Sea 
“ of Azoff, there are, it is true, considerable stocks of corn on hand, 
“ but the allics have destroyed all the arrangements for landing 
“ and loading, so that the masters of vessels will for a long time 
« have a number of unexpected hindrances to struggle with.” 

In like manner we find the following facts stated in the circular 
issued by Schlussen and Co., dated Petersburg, March 31, for- 
warded to us by Mr Henry Willis, which is, we understand, a 
circular of considerable authority :— 

Tallow.—The prices of this article have ruled very high during the 
whole of the winter, the demand, whether speculative or real, having 
been averyactive one; lately, however, owing to less firm accounts from 
England, our market has not been so buoyant, and prices have conse- 
quently declined somewhat, our quotations to-day being for YC tallow 
for August, 104 ro handmoney, 1384 ro, equal to 42/ 2s 5d per ton f. 0. b. 
The supplies of new tallow expected to arrive during the coming season 
are estimated at about 95,000 casks, to which must be added about 8 000 
casks principally Ukiaine tallow lying in Kowno, giving a total of 103,000 
casks for shipment, which is about 10,000 casks less than the supply of 
last year. 

Hemp.—Until very lately hemp has been much neglected, and little 
was done in the article during the winter The demand has much im- 
proved, however, and prices have consequently become much firmer. The 
supply of hemp for the present yeat is expected to be as a —

The prices of flax opened at 944 ro for 12 head, 84ro 
for 9 head, and 734 ro for 6 head, for June and July delivery, with 15 ro 
handmoney down, but they rose at once considerably, and until very 
lately sellers have held firmly for 105, 95, and 85 ro for 12, 9, and 6 head 
flax for June and July delivery cash down; as no buyers appeared how- 
ever at these rates, dealers have found it necessary to give way a little, 
and we couid now buy per June and July, half cash down, at for

The quality of the new flax is very highly spoken of, and will certainly 
prove superior to !ast year’s goods. 

Linseed has been entirely neglected since the breaking out of the war, 
and it is only lately that inquiry has again sprung up for the article; up 
to the present date the sales amount to about 120,000 chetverts. Our 
stock here is about 220 000 chetverts, and there are expected to arrive 
during the coming season about 100,000, giving a total of 320,000 chet- 
verts. Prices are very low, and in fact quite nominal, until lately, when 
the article began to be more inquired after, when they advanced consider- 
ab'y. 

Wheat.—Of wheat the contracts for July and August amount only to 
30,000 chetverts. Our stocks on the spot in first hands is, of hard Ku- 
banca 50,000 chetverts, soft Russian 50,000, total 100,000 chetverts. And 
by August and September another 100,000 chetverts are expected, which 
will give a total of 200,000 chetverts for export; besides which there are 
140,000 chetverts in second hands. Prices have lately gone up consider- 
ably, and sellers now hold firmly for—May, 9} ro sr per sack of 10 poods 
for hard Kubanca, being 45s 4d per qr f. 0. b., and 84 ro sr per sack soft 
Russian, being 40s per qr f. 0. b. 

These facts confirm our impression that peace will not at once 
enable the Russians to send forward very large supplies for our use. 
Such stppliog are not yet grown nor prepared, and whatever they may 
have on hand will, as the effects of peace are felt, as trade extends, 
and as new enterprises, railways, &c., begin, be required at 
home. Mr Tegoborski informs us of the fact, fully confirmed by 
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from Russia has been for several years continually declining. Less 
is produced and more is required at home. Our supplies have been 
for several years derived in a decreasing proportion from Russia. 
Other raw products, except as Russia may grow them for a foreign 
market, will most probably follow the same law. As she cannot 
during the last two years have grown corn for export—as, in fact, 
her agriculture has been for two years partially neglected—we do 
not coincide in opinion with those who expect that peace will 
enable us to procure very large supplies of raw produce from 
tussia. 








HOUSEHOLD BOOK OF THE NATION. 1855. 
THE Statistical Abstract recently published, which adds 1855 to the 
previous returns and cuts off 1840, giving us the accounts be- 
tween 1841 and 1855 inclusive, enables us to lay some curious and 
important facts before our readers. We shall not wander out of 
the boundaries of the Abstract, but shall include all the years 
embraced by the present and the former publications. 

Turning first to table No. 1,“ Amount of the Revenueand Expen- 
diture,” both were of course larger in the last than in any other year 
of the series, the war having increased our outlay from an aver- 
age of about 50,000,0002 to 84,500,000J in 1855, of which 
21,100,0002 was loan. The year of least revenue was 1842; of 
the least expenditure, 1840. Between 1840 and 1855 inclusive, 
in nine years the revenue was in excess, and in seven deficient, 
The years of excess were all those between 1843 and 1853 inclu- 
sive, which were years of decreased criminality, except 1847 and 
1848, two years of greatly increased expenditure, which, it did so 
happen, were also years of increased criminality. The other ycars 
of the series (1840-1-2 and 1854), in which there was a deficient 
revenuc, were at the same time years of increased and more than 
average criminality, 

No. 2, “Net Account of the several Branches of the Revenue,” 
informs us that the greatest produce of the Customs was in 1844, 
22,504,8217, and, after all the reductions of duties since made, this 
branch of the revenue yielded last year very nearly 21,000,000J. 
The Excise amounted in 1855 to 16,389,486/—the largest figure 
of the series, the smallest being in 1842; since when, with the 
exception of 1847 and 1849, though the duties on glass, soap, 
bricks, &c., have been abolished, the Excise revenue has con- 
tinually increased. ‘The revenue from the Post-Office, too, has 
continually increased, from 447,665/ in 1840 to 1,288,234/ in 1854 ; 
in 1855 it was something less, 1,137,220. 

No. 3, the various branches of expenditure, shows us that the 
charge for the debt was the least in 1855 and the greatest in 1840. 
The expense of the army, the navy, and the ordnance was not 
much increased except in 1847-8 till 1854, but the charge for civil 
service has been almost continually augmented, and was largely so 
on account of Ireland in 1817-8. In 1855 this charge was more 
than double its amount in 1840, indicating in the interval a great 
increase of the action of Government; whether with an equal in- 
crease of public welfare derived from this source, experience must 
decide. The public, however, has of late complained much of its 
inefficacy, and still demands improvement. 

No. 4 states the amount of taxes repealed or reduced, and im- 
posed, and must be carefully studied by those who would under- 
stand the effects of our fiscalsystem. While the revenue between 
1840 and 1855 has increased about 16,000,0007; the balance of 
taxes imposed above those repealed is about 6,500,000. If the 
country could have been spared the war and the increase of tax- 
ation in the two latter years, we should have been able to record 
much greater advantages as the result of the reduction of taxation, 

No. 5, the balances in the Exchequer, shows us that these were 
about equal at the beginning and the end of the series, 3,600,000J ; 
but in the interval between 1849-52 they were from 8,400,0002 to 
9,700,0002.

not enumerated. It is curious to notice that the value of the 
sugar imported is in excess in 1855, though the quantity im- 
ported was nearly 1,700,000 ewts less. The nature of the articles 
in which the decline took place assures us that it was not, except 
indirectly, as war might limit the means of the people, the conse- 
quence of the war ; and we know, from the large arrivals in the 
two first months of the present year, ordered, of course, before the 
war was concluded, that the deficient imports of 1855 are in a fair 
way of being compensated by the increased imports of 1856.

None of them 
are adapted to give a fair and ready decision at a small charge on 
doubtful mercantile questions. ‘lhe merchant, therefore, has no 
other means of redress in such cases than an appeal to the opinions 
of mercantile men, such as is made by Mr Entwisle.

works authorised by the lease.” The lease shall be by deed, of 
which the lessce is to execute a counterpart, containing a provision 
for re-entry on nonpayment of the rent within twenty-eight days 
after it becomes due. ‘These are perfectly unobjectionable con- 
ditions. Subject to these conditions the lease is to contain such 
covenants and stipulations as the Court shall deem necessary with 
reference to the special circumstances of the demise. 

This power may be exercised from time to time over the whole 
or a part of the estate ; and old leases may be surrendered for the 
purpose of obtaining a renewal of the same property either alone 
or together with other lands. ‘The power to authorise leases is to 
extend to preliminary contracts, and the leases may vary from 
the terms of the contracts. ‘These powers it will be obvious at a 

lance are sufficient to enable all requisite arrangements for leases 
and all reasonable leases to be made. The Court may either ap- 

prove of particular leases, or it may order “ that powers of leasing, 
in conformity with the provisions of the Act, shall be vested in 
trustees.” ‘Ihus in cases where considerable estates are to be dealt 
with, one application to the Court will be sufficient to vest the 
wers of the Act in competent trustees, to be exercised by them 
from time to time as required. 

The power of the Court is to be exercised on a petition pre- 
sented in a summary way with the consent of the first adult 
tenant in tail, if there be one, and of all persons having any prior 
interest, and all the trustees having any estate or interest on be- 
half of any unborn child. The expense, therefore, will be com- 
paratively small, while the most jealous admirers of entails cannot 
complain that any precautions to protect reversioners have 
been neglected. Of course it is possible that some of the 
persons whose consents are required might capriciously or 
otherwise withhold their consent, and so prevent the grant of 
leases and the consequent improvement of the property. ‘To meet 
to some extent such not improbable difficulties, the Court is em- 
powered, without the concurrence of persons whose consent has 
been refused or cannot be obtained, to authorise the grant of 
leases, but not binding the interest of such persons if the Court 
shall think fit to make that exception. Where the person whose 
consent is refused is “ entitled to an estate of inheritance,” the 
Court seems to have no power under the Act. ‘There will, there- 
fore, be numerous cases in which the Act will afford no relief to 
the possessor of an entailed estate. There are provisions in the 
Act to facilitate the grants of building and mining leases, to which 
we do not refer, our purpose being to explain such of them as bear 
upon agricultural leases. 

We may mention that the Court is also empowered to authorise 
the sale of settled estates and of timber, not being ornamental 
timber. This will in many cases induce great improvement, for the 
money arising from such sales may be applied in “the redemp- 
tion of the land tax, or the discharge or redemption of any in- 
cumbrances affecting the hereditaments in respect of which the 
money was paid, or affecting any other hereditaments subject to 
the same uses or trusts, or the purchase of other hereditaments to 
be settled to the same uses or trusts, or the payment to the person 
becoming absolutely entitled.” The money may be applied for any 
of such purposes by trustees, an order of the Court having been 
previously obtained. The costs attending the exercise of these 
powers, either of leasing or sale, are to be charged on the estate, 
and may be raised by mortgage or out of the rents, as the Court 
may direct. Perhaps, however, the most important clause is that, 
the 30th, which authorises any person entitled to the possession or 
the rents of a settled estate, “ for an estate for life, or for aterm of 
years determinable with his life, or any greater estate, either in his 
own right or in right of his wife,” unless the settlement shall ex- 
— forbid it, “ without any application to the Court,” to grant 
eases for terms not exceeding twenty-one years, to take effect in 
possession. The principal mansion and demesne lands attached 
are excepted from this power. ‘The conditions on which such a 
lease may be granted are, that the “ best rent that can reasonably 
be obtained be reserved, without any fine, that waste be not 
authorised,” that the lease contain such “ usual and proper cove- 
nants, &c., as the lessor shall think fit,” and that the lessee shall 
execute a counterpart. The husband of a woman who is pos- 
sessed of a fee-simple estate may also grant leases on the like 
terms. All leases granted under these powers will of course be 
binding on the successors to the estate. Notwithstanding the 
existence of incumbrances, the owners of settled estates may 
either make applications or grant leases under the Act. Where, 
however, the incumbrancers do not concur, their interests are not to 

 e affected. The general power given by the 30th section is 
greatly limited by being prospective only ; that is, itextends “ only 
to settlements made after the Act shall come in force.” 

A prudent tenant, too, especially where he intends to make 
large outlays, will always prefer a lease granted under the authority 
of the Court, because he can never otherwise be certain that there 
may not be incumbrancers, whose interests will override his lease ; 
for, as a rule, incumbrancers will not join, or even be asked to join 
in agricultural leases.

To persons acquainted with the law of real property it will be

plain that when this measure has become law, there will still re- 


main many traps and pitfalls for improving tenants occasioned by 
settlements and entails. The chief benefit of the law will be, 
that where the proprietors of entailed estates are truly and 
honestly desirous of granting such leases as will induce tenants 
to improve their farms with safety to themselves and their fami- 
lies, power to do so may be obtained at very small cost. 

There are many causes which prevent entailed proprietors from 
effecting the durable improvements, which it is their province to 
effect. The most frequently operative of these causes is, unwilling- 
ness to sink their savings from income, or their other property, in 
the aggrandisement of the one son who takes the family estate ; 
and hence we regard the enterprise of tenants, if they can be ren- 
dered secure, as the main source from whence we must look for 
large and general landed improvements. Leases will, by the 
Lord Chancellor’s bill, be rendered possible: whether the English 
proprietors and their agents are sufficiently business-like and in- 
telligent in their views of the management of land, to avail them- 
selves fully of its advantages, remains to be seen. 





SKIN DISEASES OF SHEEP. 

In the course of a lecture by Professor Symonds before the 
Council of the Royal Agricultural Society on this, to flockmasters, 
important subject, he referred to the most formidable disease, the 
scab. That disease is caused by acari or living mites, and the cure 
must be effected by destroying not only the mites but their eggs 
also; the latter operation being the most difficult of the two. 
Eggs deposited in afew days turn out a swarm of fresh insects 
to spread the Jisease, and thus when once a flock becomes infected 
with scab, its eradication is only to be effected by prompt and con- 
tinuous attention. He quoted from Mr Youat’s work the following 
directions for the use of mercurial ointment :— 

The ointment should be made of two strengths. That for bad cases 
should consist of common mercurial, or trooper’s ointment, rubbed 
down with three times its weight of lard. The other, for ordinary 
purposes, should contain five parts of lard to one of the mercurial 
ointment. The operator should begin with the head of the sheep, and 
rub a little of the ointment well into it. A shred or furrow should then 
be made from the head to the tail, and in such a manner that the skin 
is exposed. A little of the ointment should then be applied with the 
finger to the skin along the whole of the exposed surface. Another 
furrow should then be drawn on either side; and in this way over the 
whole sheep, the furrows not being more than four inches apart. When 
any of the scabs are easily moved they should be taken away ; and, last 
of all, the whole of the ointment that has been thus applied to the 
furrows must be well and thoroughly rubbed in. The quantity of oint- 
ment applied to each sheep may vary from a few drachms to two ounces, 
one-third of the quantity being used for a lamb. 
been thus dressed may be considered at least as incapable of infecting 


any of the others; the itching will soon subside; the acari will either | 
be destroyed by the mercury as soon as they appear on the skin, or it | 
will penetrate to their deepest recesses, and poison them there; or if, at | 


the expiration of 10 days, there should continue to be much uneasiness 
or itching, another but a lighter dressing may take place. This ointment 
will havea kindly effect on the roots of the wool, encouraging their 
growth and that of the natural yolk, and forming a comforiable and most 
useful defence against the cold of the ensuing winter.”’ 

We always give the whole flock a light dressing with this oint- 
ment in November, which effectually secures them against any 
occurrence of the disease, and improves the wool. 

Professor Symonds gives the following recipe for an arsenical 
application, which is more potent and requires the greatest care :— 

The best mode was that of sprinkling a solution of arsenic, again and 
again, over the diseased parts. The preferable form of such solution 
was that of arseniate of potash, blended with vegetable infusions, such as 
those of foxglove, stavesacre, henbane, dock-roots, &c. He recommends 
two ounces of common arsenic and two ounces of carbonate of potash 
to be boiled together in a quart of water until they were dissolved, when 
a further quantity of water was to be added to make up a gallon of solu- 
tion. To this gallon of solution, a gallon of vegetable infusion was to 
be added, made by pouring a gallon of boiling water over four ounces of 
foxglove leaves, and allowing the infusion to remain till cold, when it 
was poured off. These two gallons of liquid constituted a safe agent, 
and one of the most potent remedies forscab. Half a pint of it, at in- 
tervals of a few days, was to be sprinkled (from a bottle, through a 
quill in the cork) on the skin at the back and sides of the sheep. Two 
or three dressings would be found sufficient to cure the most inveterate 
cases of scab in sheep. : 

Frequent dressings with strong infusions of tobacco will also 
cure the scab disease, but more time is necessary, and the wool is 
discoloured for a time.

(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 
Paris, April 16, 1856. 

The Government has published an official return of the last quarter’s 
revenue, and it is remarkably satisfactory. The indirect taxes produced 
in January, 76,158,000f; in February, 77,810,000f ; in March, 88,223 ,000f; 
total for the three months, 242,191,000f. This is more by 31,085,000f 
than in the curresponding period of 1855, and by 46,026,000f than that of 
1854. The direct taxes yielded in the same year 14,300,000f on account 
of last year, and 92,668,000f on account of those due for the present 
year. As regards the indirect taxes we find that amongst the items 
which present the largest increase, compared with the first quarter of 
1855, are—registration and mortgage dues for 7,973,000f; stamps, 
876,000f ; corn, 331,000f; import duties on goods, 2,313,000f; salt 
duties, 947,000f; potable liquors, 9,003,000f; native sugar, 4,171,000f; 
tobacco, 2,880,000f; various duties and receipts, 3,645,000f ; post-office, 
455,000f, and sale of gunpowder, 383,000f :—the only items of decrease 
are four in number—colonial sugar for 405,000f, foreign sugar for 
1,719,000f, places in mail coaches for 26,000f, ditto in steamboats for 
8,000f. With respect to the direct taxes, it has been remarked that

and that from the latter period it shall cease al'ogether—colonial sugar 
The quantity of sugar sup- 
plied by the colonies during the last three years to France has averaged 
77,195,000 kilogrammes per annum. Jt was, it is true, much less than 
in the three years which immediately preceded the abolition of slavery, 
(it was then 92,089,000 kilos), but, owing to the immigration of coolies 
into the colonies, it had increased year by year, and is, according to all 
all appearances, destined to go on increasing. It is, therefore, supposed 
that the colonists will have no reasonable groundof complaint. The 


same bill also deals with the question of refined sugar—one of consi- 


derable importance in France. By the existing law, the drawback on 


| sugar refined in France is calculated on the basis that every 100 kilos 


of raw sugar yields 70 kilos of refined sugar; but as, in reality, the 
yield is considerably more, a loss is occasioned to the Treasury, inasmuch 
as the additional yield is not taxed. The bill, therefore, proposes to 
calcnlate the yield at from 75 to 78 per cent., according to quality ; and 


| the Government thir.ks this very moderate, seeing that it has been in- 


formed that in Holland the basis varies from 74 to 83, in Belgium from 
83 to 86, and in England from 77 to 87 percent. The growing im- 
portance of the refinery trade in France may be judged of from the 
fact that in 1853 the export of refined sugar was only 18,184,300 kilos, 
but that in 1854 it rose to 25,133,600 kilos, and in 1855 to 33,899,400 
kilos. From a table now before me, J see that whilst France exports to 
4,587,000 kilos, England sends only 629,000 kilos; whilst 
she sends 2,060,000 kilos to Austria, England sends none; whilst she 
supplies the Two Sicilies with 2,037,000 kiios, England forwards scarcely 
any ; and whilst she sends to Sardinia 3,211,000 kilos and to the Roman 
States 1,842,000 kilos, England sends none at all. In Russia, however, 
England has an advantage: she exports 2,157,000 kilos, whereas France 
sends only 124,000 kilos. 

The grave affair of the Transatlantic Navigation Companies appears at 
last to be approaching a solution. The Government, as your readers no 
doubt know, charged a commission to examine into the different pre- 
tensions of the rival companies, and the result is that the commission 
has reported that, of the seven companies, four ought to be at once re- 
jected as not presenting sufficient guarantees; and that the Government 
should confine its choice to —l, Messageries Imperiales, united to the 
Compagnie Generale Maritime ; or 2, to the company got up by M. 
Gauthier, called the Franco-Americaine; or 3, to the company of 
bankers formed under the auspices of Messrs Rothschild. For its part 


| the commission strongly recommended the latter company, inasmuch as 


it only asks for a subvention of 10,000,000f (409,000/), whereas the 
Franco-Americaine requires 11,500,000f, and the other 16,000,000f. The 
Government has not yet taken its decision. The Messageries demands 
that the decision shall be in its favour, because it has already rendered 
great public services in the Mediterranean and possesses a number of 
vessels. The Franco-Americaine demands that it shall be in its favour, 
e cause it has actually float one-haif the vessels that will be required ke 
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the principal lines, because it has 18,000,000f already subscribed, because 
it can raise the remainder of the capital necessary at a moment’s notice, 
and because it is warmly supported by large manufacturers, merchants, 
and shipowners of Lyons, Paris, and Havre. As to Messrs Rothschild, 
they plead that the recommendation of the commission should be acted 
on, that they will be able to raise the capital without coming into the 
market for shareholders, that they offer an economy to the Government, 
and that they will build new vessels infinitely superior in every respect to 
those of their rivals. The chances are generally considered to be in 
favour of the Rothschilds; but om dit that a Minister of the Crown 
favours the Messageries, and that a much higher personage is disposed to 
patronise the Franco-Americaine. Perhaps, as often happens in such 
cases, the three companies will coalesce. 








Whether it be true or not, as reported, that the Emperor intends to 
visit Algeria before the end of the year, is more than I can tell; but [ can 
inform you on good authority, that whether he goes or not, it is his in- |} 
tention to cause important measures for developing the commerce and 
the natural productions of the colony to be adopted. A billis now before 
the Legislative Body for removing the Customs restrictions on the im- 
portation of iron and copper ores, woods, &c., into France; a general 
system of railways is about to be established, and, as an inducement to 
companies to execute it, an interest of at least 5, or even 54 per cent. is, 
it is said, to be guaranteed, and besides large grants of Jand are likely to 
be made by way of premium; colonisation on a grander scale than ever 
is to be attempted ; concessions of mires and forests are to be made; 
coral fishing is to established on the coasts, and it is expected it will 
produce an annual profit of at least 240,000/; the cultivation of cotton 
is to receive even more marked encouragement than it at present enjoys; 
the acclimatising of useful anima!s and plarits is to be continued, and 
vigorous efforts are to be made to push trade with Tunis and Morocco, and 
even with the numerous populations on the borders of the Great Desert 
and in Central Africa. It may be that a somewhat too sanguine estimate 
is formed of the commercial and agricultural grandeur which Algeria 
may be made to assume. But certain it is that at the present moment 
that colony possesses far greater commercial importance than the bulk 
of English imagine, and that this importance will, sooner or later, exer- 
cise, for good or evil, no inconsiderable influence on their own trade. 
Thus last year Algeria produced, in spite of an unfavourable season, 
not fewer than 7,124,571 hectolitres of wheat, of the value of 
6,400,0002 sterling :—it is making satisfactory progress in the cultivation 
of cotton—so much so in fact, that there are not wanting people to pre- 
dict that in twenty or thirty years it will rival the Uniced States; 
its production of tobacco is already very considerable and is increasing 
rapidly every year; the same remark applies to Its copper, lead, and iron 
ores ; its forests supply wood suitable for building purposes in sufficient 
quantities to enable France to make a large diminution in her annual 
purchases abroad, which amount to between 2,000,0007 and 3,000,000 ; 
its tuyha wood is beginning to be preferred to mahogany, and its olive 
and other woods are an excellent and even a preferable substitute for 
those imported by cabinet makers from foreign countries; and, lastly, its 
mercantile marine is prospering very fairly, and is certain to increase 
largely. To this it must be added, that some of its acclimatised produc- 
tions will very shortly become an important branch of trade, A recent 
official report, for instance, sets forth that the Chinese plant holchus 
saccharatus, introduced to Evrope by M. de Montigny, French Consul at 
Shanghai, thrives most admirably in the Algerian climate, and that it 
has been found, from practical experiments, that one hectare (23 acres) } 
will produce a sufficient quantity of the plant to yield in alcohol, in 
forage for cattle, in seeds for poultry and swine, &c., no less a sum than 
excluding fractions) 450/, at an expense for cultivation, distillation 
rent, &c., of only 85/ 10s, thus Jeaving the enormous profit of 364/ 10s, | 
This calculation is, to be sure, made on the basis of the present exces- 
sively high price of alcohol, between 5! 10s and 6/ the hectolitre, in | 
France; but 364/ 10s is an item which will bear pretty considerable 
diminution. 

A matter of some interest to the English wine trade, and to purchasers 
of French wines, is at present exciting the attention of the Government 
—the frauds committed in the quantities of wine sold. For example— 





it isan ascertained fact that of all thecasks (pieces) of wine sent to Paris, 
those from the Macon district alone contain what they profess to do,—in- 
deed, they have generally from 2 to 4 litres (quarts) more ; but the Bur- 
gundy casks (pieces) present a deficit of from 14 to 16 litres, the Bordeaux 
from 12 to 14, the Cher from 10 to 12, the Orleans from 6 to 10, the 
Marseilles from 10 to 11, and soon. When such is the deficit in this city 
it will be readily supposed that tke casks sent from here are deficient 
also, or, at all events, that if they do contain the proper quantities, the full 
measure is made up with water, or of some less avowable liquid. The 
frauds in sales by bottles is still more impudent: the ordinary French 
bottle ought to contain about ? ofa litre, or 75 centilitres ; but in reality, 
now-a-days, itonly contains from 50 to 65 centilitres—a deficit of from 
10 to 25 centilitres! The wines sent abroad, too, are not always of the 
quality they are vouched to be. Even in the North of France, and espe- 
cially in the hotels of Calais, Boulogne, Dunkirk, and other places on the 
northern coast where English and northmen ‘*‘ most do congregate,” the 
little bottle of vin ordinaire is passed off as of superior quality, and is 
charged 2f 50c! 

The approaching “ Agricultural Exhibition ”’ in this city is expected to 
be the most brilliant ever known in France—far exceeding that of last 
year annexed to the Universal Exhibition. Great Britain, Holland, Bel- 
gium, Switzerland, Sardinia, most of the States of Germany, Sweden, 
Denmark, and Austria, have promised to send specimens of implements, 
productions of the soil, and live stock, and the display of France will be 
au grand complet. Austria, in particular, will make a splendid show of 
oxen of the Murzthal and Styrian, Pinzgav, Tyrolean, and Hungaran 
breeds, all of which are well worthy the study of our breeders. 

The growing crops are described to be on the whole remarkably fine, 
and thus far they have had favourable weather. The consequence is, 
that the last geveral return from the French markets shows almost every- 
where a decline in prices. In addition to these facts, it would be wel] 
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that such of your readers as are interested in the French corn trade 
should bear in mind that the Government estimated in the Moniteur last 
autumn a deficit of the harvest at 7,000,000 hectolitres, and that offi- 
cial returns show that up to the end of February about 4,000,000 hecto- 
litres of wheat have been brought into France for consumption. In 
the course of March the importation could not, it is calculated, be less 
than 600,000 hectolitres; so that all that is required to make up the 
deficit between this and the next harvest is 2,400,000 hectolitres.

DUTIES ON FIRE ASSURANCES. 
To the Editor of the Economist. 


Srr,—The intention of the promoters of the bill on fire insurance duties 
now before Parliament is to prevent any foreign insurance companies in- 
suring (either directly or indirectly) property within the United King- 
dom from loss or damage by fire, and that any persons insuring out of the 
United Kingdom property from loss or damage by fire within the United 
Kingdom, shall be liable to pay the duty. 

It is questionable whether any legislative enactment can effectually ac- 
complish this object, and make it compulsory upon all persons to insure in 
companies established in the United Kingdom, any more than legislative 
interference can prevent persons negotiating or entering into other trans- 
actions in a foreign State. 

All persons are free to purchase foreign stock, shares, or other securities; 
therefore, what law can prevent them taking the security of a foreign in- 
surance company ? Though the Legislature may prevent such transactions 
being negotiated in this kingdom through any agency, is it possible to 
prevent direct communication with a foreign company, or through the me- 
diation of a foreign agent ? 

The duty on fire insurance is unquestionably a tax upon property, the 
reduction of which would considerably increase the incomes of the respec- 
tive insurance companies, and doubtless diminish the amount of revenue at 
present received. The total amount of duty received in the year 1854 was 
1,323,440/, representing a sum insured at the rate of 3s per cent. per 
aannum of 882,293,330/. By reducing the duty to 1s percent. per annum, 
as proposed, to realise an equivalent amount of duty, the sum insured must 
be 2,646,880,000/. 

There is no doubt that the tax is prejudicial to the interest of the 
insurance companies, because in many instances, upon a reduction of the 
duty, increased sums would be insured ; but the real contributors are those 
who actually possess bona fide property, or have an interest therein. It 
cannot be altogether considered a tax upon prudence.—I remain, Sir, vour 
obedient servant, JUSTICE.

TORTURE IN INDIA, 

In the Lords, on Monday, the Earl of Albemarle moved four resolu- 
tions, condemning the infliction of torture to collect the revenue in the 
presidency of Madras, and pledging the house to adopt the speediest 
and most effectual measures in its power to suppress the barbarous 
practice. He detailed the great variety of physical torments inflicted 
on defaulters to extort the land revenue. He could not acquit the 
European officers of blame in this matter; they had tacitly permitted 
the practice, and ignorance of the conduct of the native police officers 
was, on their part, impossible. He quoted extracts from the report to 
prove these points, concluding by calling on the house to provide a 
remedy for this disgraceful evil. The Duke of Argyle proposed some 
verbal amendments in the first two resolutions, by which it would be 
affirmed that the infliction of torture had not grown up under British 
rule, and that it was contrary to our law; he also proposed to substitute 
another resolution for the two last moved by the Earl of Albemarle. 
The amended resolutions were agreed to.

Government required to be very carefully prepared; that the absence 
of Lord Clarendon had caused an unavoidable delay, but that the answer 
was in preparation, and in the course of this week would be com- 
municated to Mr Dallas; so that he might say that in the early part of 
next week tle Government would be in a condition to submit to the 
house the whole of the correspondence. 

Tae BanxkeErs’ COMPOSITION BILL. 

This bill was read a second time on Monday. In the course of the 
discussion, the Chancellor of the Exchequer observed that if it was the 
general wish of the house that a committee should be appointed to in- 
quire into the operation of the Bank Act, no objection would be made on 
the part of the Government; but he was not aware that at this period of 
the session any great progress could be made in the inquiry. 

THe Maynootn Grant. 

On Tuesday, in the Commons, Mr Spooner moved, “ That this house do 
resolve itself into a committee for the purpose of considering the acts 
for the endowment of the College of Maynooth, with a view to the with- 
drawal of any endowment out of the Consolidated Fund, due regard 
being had to vested rights or interests.”” On a division, the motion was 
carried by 159 to 153, and leave was given to bring in a bill. 

Ministers Money (IRELAND) BILL,

after a long debate. 
Tue DEsPatcu or Troops To BRITISH NorTH AMERICA, 

In the Lords, on Thursday, the Earl of Elgin asked his noble friend the 

Secretary for War whether there was any truth in the report that it was 
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the intention of the Government considerably to increase the British 
forces in Canada? 

Lord Panmure.—There is a general impression out of the doors that a 
very large force is about to embark for British North America. It is 
quite true that it is our intention to send back to North America a 
certain number of regiments which were taken from that part of Her 
Majesty’s dominions for the purpose of cairying on the war; and it is 
not improbable that in the new organisation of the army, by divisions 
and brigades, which is contemplated, there will, over all the North 
American provinces, be a small addition to the British army; but the 
impression that we are about to send thither a large force for purposes 
of aggression is entirely without foundation. It is also stated—and I am 
glad to have this opportunity of explaining that too--that large quantities 
of munitions of war are being sent to: British North America. The fact is, 
that during the war we drew from the British North American stores 
almost all the munitions of war, in the shape of gunpowder and other 
materials, which they contained. All that is now being done is to replace 
the stores which were drawn thence. 











News of the Week.

DINNER TO THE AMERICAN MINisTER.—On Thursday the Lord Mayor 
entertained at dinner Mr Dallas, the newly-appointed American Minister 
to the Court of St James’s. In responding to the toast of the evening, Mr 
Dallas observed :—“ I am not authorised to feel, and dc not fee!, any desire 
other than that of giving my exertions and energies unreservedly to the 
restoration of the most harmonious sentiments and friendly relations. Ani- 
mated by this spirit, and aiming at such a purpose, if I fail—and I may 
fail—it will be because of some inexovable, overruling State policy, or some 
foregone conclusion not to be undone by uniform, steady, persevering, frank 
and honourable oonciliation.” 

Heattu oF LONDON DURING THE WEEK.—In the waek that ended on 
Saturday the deaths of 1,115 persons—viz., 555 males and 560 females, 
were registered in London. The average number in the 10 correspond- 
ing weeks of the years 1846-55 was 1,079, and if this israised in a certain 
proportion according to increase of population it becomes 1,187. The 
deaths of last week are therefore less by 72 than the rate of mortality 
which ruled in corresponding weeks would have prodcced, Last week 
the births of 862 boys and 822 girls, in all 1,684 children, were registered 
in London. In the 10 corresponding weeks of the years 1846-55 the 
average number was 1,463. At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the 
mean height of the barometer in the week was 29.272 in. The highest 
reading in the week was 29°56 in. on Friday. The mean temperature of 
the air was 47‘l deg., which is 2°3 deg. above the average of the same 
week in 38 years (as determined by Mr Glaisher). The mean temperature 
of Sunday the 6th was 42°3 deg.; that of Saturday 51'1 deg., having 
increased almost continuously throughout the week. The highest read- 
ing was 61.1 deg., and occurred on Saturday; the lowest was 36 deg., and 
occurred on Monday. The mean dew-point temperature was 41°5 deg., 
and the difference between this and the mean air temperature was 5°6 
deg. The mean temperature of the water of the Thames was 49°6 deg. ; | 
its temperature ranged from 46°9 deg. to 52°5 deg. The direction of the 
of the wind alternated between south-east and south-west.

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL 


FRANCE, 

The Paris Moniteur of Wednesday contains the following official 
announcement in relation to the Congress:—* The closing meeting took 
place on Wednesday at the hotel of the Minister of Foreign Affairs. 
After the signature of the treaty the Plenipotentiaries had to occupy 
themselves with different questions, calculated to consolidate and com- 
plete the work of peace. The ratifications will beexchanged at the end of 
the month. Immediately after the publication of the treaty, the proto- 
cols will be published, and will show in detail the labours of the 
Congress.” 

The Parisian trade has already begun to feel the bereficial effects of 
the reduction of the rate of discount by the Bank of France. The in- 
crease of 37,000,000f in the current accounts of that establishment, for 
Paris alone, since the adoption of the measure, is a certain symptom of 
the proximate revival of commercial and industrial activity, which is 
still arrested by the high price of raw materials. There are at present 
in Paris a great number of provincial and foreign commission agents, 
who have hitherto been extremely reserved in their purchases, and re- 
quire from manufacturers concessions which the latter cannot grant. 
Transactions with Russia are more easy, and Parisian manufacturers have 
of late received important orders from that country. The transatlantic 
packet question seems to be drawing to a conclusion. The committee 
appointed to examine it has terminated its labours, and gave in its report 
to the Minister of Finance on Saturday.

Official returns inform us that, during the month ending on the 31st 
of March current year, the total imports of grain into the United King- 
dom amounted to 454,250 qrs—of flour and meal 220,837 cwts. The 
returns in question will be found in extenso in another column.

As numerous growers appear to have taken alarm at the prospect be- 
fore them, somewhat increased supplies of English wheat were exhi- 
bited here on Monday, and the trade for all kinds was in a very depressed 
state, at a fall in the quotations of 3s per qr. Foreign wheat gave way 
2s; but fine barley, the show of which was unusually small, even for 
the time of year, was ls per qrdearer. Oats and beans were in favour of 
buyers; but no change took place in the value of peas. The flour trade 
was in a depressed state, and country qualities of flour were 1s to 2s per 
sack lower. On Wednesday, the trade generally ruled very inactive at 
Monday’s decline in value. 

Most of the provincial markets have been much better supplied with 
wheat, and great inactivity has prevailed in the trade at drooping prices. 

The frequent disputes in reference to the purchase and sale of floating 
cargoes of grain are still attracting much attention, and a correspondent 
makes the following suggestions to settle future differences :—“ The sel- 
Jers] or owners of the cargo should“endeavour to have their bills of lading 
signed for weight, which can now be more easily done in the Danubian 
ports, as the quarantine laws have been so far relaxed that, when clean 
bills of health are exhibited, the captains can themselves superintend the 
shipment of the grain. Shipowners will very naturally have strong ob- 
jections against permitting their captains to become accountable for 
weight, but we think that arrangements could be made—such as, for 
instance, no claim being admissable, unless when the quantity deficient 
exceeded a certain reasonable per centage (to be determined by a general 
committee of the trade). Should it be found that the foreign shipper 
could not be induced to ship by weight, then such corresponding equiva- 
lents for foreign measures could be readily established as would meet 
the necessities of the case. Of course, where the condition of the grain 
is guaranteed, the seller would be entitled to a higher price, as a com~- 
pensation for the increased risk he incurs, and few buyers would be 
found unwilling to pay an equitable equivalent for being relieved of such 
responsibility. ” 

Our advices from Ireland and Scotland are to the effeci that the trans- 
actions in all kinds of produce have been wholly confined to immediate 
wants, and that prices have ruled lower. 

To-day’s market was very moderately supplied with English wheat, 
although several of Monday’s unsold samples were on offer. The trade 
was in a most depressed state; indeed, so little business was doing that 
the quotations were nominally the same as on Monday. Foreign wheat, 
the show of which was moderate, met a heavy demand, and to have 
effected sales, 2s per quarter less money must have been submitted to. 
Barley sold steadily, and a good clearance was effected at very full prices. 
The imports of foreign oats having been very extensive; the oat trade 
was dull, on rather lower terms. Beans, peas, and flour were very 
dull.
